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Cancelling the Fact Checkers 


Welcome to Issue 77 of Back To Prabhupdada (BTP). 

1) In a lecture given to his disciples in Budapest 
on 16/7/23, GBC voted-in guru HH Sivarama Swami 
(“SRS”) gave some advice, which should be heeded 
by everyone in ISKCON (all quotes in the shaded box- 
es are from this lecture, and emphases below and for 
the rest of this issue are added). He stated: 

“Don't accept everything that you hear. Don’t be- 
lieve what | said. Check it with what Prabhupada 
said, check it with sdstra.” 

Thus, he is telling even his own disciples to not 
believe what he is saying, but to double-check it. SRS 
will thus be pleased to know that on the next two 
pages of this issue, we have not believed SRS, but 
checked whether what he has said in this lecture is 
true. And the result is that SRS has been found to not 
be speaking the truth! And B7P allows the readers to 
also “check” this for themselves. 

2) SRS also states in a similar vein: 

“Don't just be like, you know, little timid lambs and 
anything you hear from, | don’t know, an older dev- 


otee, a sannyasi, a GBC, is something that’s automat- 
ically the absolute truth. It may be, it may not be.” 


Hence, SRS is saying not only should we not 
trust him, but we should not be “timid” and trust any 
ISKCON leader. Thus, SRS will no doubt be pleased 
that in the rest of this issue, we have not believed 
any ISKCON leader, but fact-checked them, and 
again the result is that they have also been found to 
not be speaking the truth! And again, BTP readers 
can also check all this for themselves. 

3) However, SRS does not just stop there. He also 
issues a call to arms against all of ISKCON’s leaders, 
to actively challenge and correct them based on Srila 
Prabhupada’s teachings regardless of one’s standing 
in ISKCON: 

“if you're following Srila Prabhupada then it is your 


duty and when you see something from anyone 
that's not right, then you should correct it. It doesn’t 
matter if they're this big and you're this small, stand 
beside the truth[...] Maybe you make a mistake but 
at least you act according to your conviction. [...] 
That's our business.” 


Between the three statements we have quoted 
from SRS, he states that no ISKCON leaders should 
be believed, but checked, challenged and correct- 
ed-thus describing, in toto, the mission of the IRM! 
We are happy that SRS has finally “realised” that our 
mission is correct. We have been fact-checking, chal- 
lenging and correcting ISKCON’s leaders for 30 years 
now. SRS states it does not even matter if you are 
wrong —not to speak of the IRM who are right! For, 
objectively speaking, it can be documented that: 

a) We have published many hundreds of papers, 
magazines, books and articles doing such a mass 
fact-check of what ISKCON’s leaders claim, by check- 
ing their statements against the teachings of Srila 
Prabhupada. 

b) No one to date has pointed out even a single 
instance of our fact-checking being incorrect. 

c) There is no one else that even comes close to 
us in doing such fact-checking. 

4) Consequently, given these facts, if SRS be- 
lieves what he said, then he should personally en- 
courage BIP to be distributed widely in ISKCON so 
that ISKCON devotees can fact-check the leaders 
in ISKCON. However, the reverse has actually been 
the case. As we documented in B7P 21 in the article 
“Desperate Cult Tactics Used Against the IRM”, SRS 
launched a huge campaign to stop anyone even 
reading BT7P, and then lied about its contents. Lies, 
which, of course, SRS made sure no one would be 
able to detect since he forbade everyone to actual- 
ly read what we state! 

5) And it is not just SRS. We have documented 
that ISKCON in general has “cancelled” and “deplat- 
formed” our fact-checked truth about ISKCON’s lead- 
ers from being read. Hence, despite what is claimed, 
in practice the GBC voted-in gurus’ disciples will 
struggle to know if they are being told the truth by 
their leaders, because they are discouraged from us- 
ing the one resource -the IRM - that exists specifical- 
ly to exhaustively fact-check such statements.

In the previous issue, we documented GBC 
voted-in guru HG Mahatma Dasa (“MAD”) 
preaching ISKCON needing to be “almost rtvik” 
(see BTP 76 “GBC Guru: We Can Allow the Rt- 
vik System”). By “rtvik” he meant the IRM’s po- 
sition that Srila Prabhupada remains ISKCON’s 
diksa@ guru. Now he has gone further! 


Back to Prabhupada program 


In a video titled “Guru is One Who Brings 
You Closer to Prabhupada” posted on 19/6/23, 
MAD states that: 

1) The GBC voted-in “guru” is supposed to 
just be: “assisting Prabhupdda like a monitor in 
a class assisting the professor in doing his work, 
helping the students better understand what the 
professor taught”. 

This makes it clear that Srila Prabhupada is 
the diksd guru (“professor”), and GBC “gurus” 
are just students who help other students of 
the professor. This is “no change” to the situ- 
ation that existed when Srila Prabhupada was 
physically present as diksad guru and everyone 
was his student (disciple), and the senior stu- 
dents would help the newer students. 

2) This “monitor” should be someone 
“who you feel is best at helping you connect with 
Prabhupada, [...] come closer to Prabhupada’”. 

This is the “Back To Prabhupada” program. 
What is the result of reading BTP? You come 
closer to or “back” to Prabhupada - BTP! Thus, 
by MAD’s definition, one should choose an 
IRM member, rather than a GBC guru, as one’s 
“monitor guru”! 

3) That “Srila Prabhupada is the one who is 
taking us back to Godhead”. 

This makes Srila Prabhupada become the 
diksa@ guru: 

“The spiritual master initiates the disci- 
ple to deliver him” 

(Cc., Madhya-lila, 1.128, purport) 


GBC guru condemns GBC guru 


MAD’s GBC voted-in guru colleague HH Si- 
varama Swami (“SRS”), in a lecture he gave in 
Budapest on 16/7/23, attacked the statements 
made by MAD in his video with the following 
withering accusations (quotes later in this arti- 
cle in shaded boxes will also be from this SRS 
lecture): 

“this is rtvik philosophy” 

“this then becomes straight rtvik” 

“it’s all bogus. It’s all backwards” 

“it’s brainwashing devotees” 

“So this is crooked thinking”

“the guru is being described as a moni- 
tor, very soon to become a janitor” 

“you're killing the Krsna Consciousness 
movement” 

“What's being attacked is the whole 
principle of guru-disciple relationship” 

“you're actually going to destroy the 
disciple’s Krsna Consciousness.” 

“Why do devotees come up with some- 
thing like this? [...] they don’t study, read 
Prabhupada’s books [...] And | would say 
probably that due to bad association.” 

Note, if we were to engage in such heavy 
criticism of a “good as God” GBC guru’s words,

Back to Godhead - 1 


“Now, does the diksd guru follow Srila Prabhu- 
pada and Krsna’s teachings? [...] if he is, then 
he’s also taking you back to Godhead. Because 
he’s giving you the same instructions.” 

SRS makes the above argument to protest 
MAD’s statement that it is Srila Prabhupada 
who is taking everyone back to Godhead. SRS 
claims that the GBC diksa@ gurus also take one 
back to Godhead by dint of giving the same in- 
structions that Srila Prabhupada gives. 

1) However, SRS also admits that: 

“taking you back to Godhead means that 
you’re receiving instructions. And sure, we’re 
receiving Prabhupada’s instructions” 

2) That these instructions from Srila 
Prabhupada are already received by everyone 
directly from Srila Prabhupada: 

“Because everybody is going to be read- 
ing Prabhupada’s books. [...] And everyone’s 
heard Srila Prabhupada’s books.” 

3) That the GBC guru tells us to get these 
instructions from Srila Prabhupada directly: 
“because that person (the GBC guru) gives you 
Prabhupada’s Bhagavad-gitd and says, ‘read 
this” 

4) Reading Srila Prabhupada’s four main 
books, rather than reading a GBC guru’s book, 
is enough to take one back to Godhead: 
“Whether they read my books or some oth- 
er devotees’ books, is not that important. But 
these four books, just four, and that, Prabhu- 


pada said, ‘That’s enough to take you back to 


an 


Godhead, and make you fully conscious’. 


Hence, according to SRS’s own explana- 
tion, it is Srila Prabhupada alone who is tak- 
ing us back to Godhead by dint of us directly 
receiving enough of his instructions from him- 
self via his books!

Back to Godhead - 2 


“He never said, ‘I’m the person who is going to 
take you back to Godhead for the next 10,000 
years” 

SRS claims Srila Prabhupada did not state 
that he will deliver all persons in ISKCON (by 
“10,000 years” SRS simply means the time for 
which ISKCON is predicted to exist). However, 
in regard to taking persons back to Godhead, 
SRS admits that Srila Prabhupada: 

“told his disciples he’s going to do that.” 

So then SRS has to accept that Srila 
Prabhupada did say that he will take people 
“back to Godhead for the next 10,000 years” 
if everyone in ISKCON is supposed to be his 
disciple. Which we have shown via numerous 
proofs is actually the case - we give 6 different 
proofs just in our BTP Special Summary Issue 
alone that Srila Prabhupada remains ISKCON’s 
diksa@ guru. Indeed, SRS also gives a proof that 
Srila Prabhupada is the diksa@ guru for ISKCON: 
“So transcendental knowledge, divya jnana 
[...] this is what diksd is [...] injecting transcen- 
dental knowledge into the heart of the disci- 
ple, that is diksd. Every day we’re singing, divya 
jfhana hrde prokasito.” 

SRS states the diksa@ guru is the one who 
is injecting “divya-jAdna” or transcendental 
knowledge into the heart of the disciple, and 
illustrates this with the words: “divya-jnana 
hrde prokasito” — which are sung daily to Srila 
Prabhupada by everyone in ISKCON dur- 
ing guru-puja. Which would mean that Srila 
Prabhupada is injecting this divya-jhana into 
the hearts of everyone in ISKCON, and thus is 
everyone’s diksd guru in ISKCON. 


Conclusion 


Though SRS viciously condemns MAD for 
preaching “rtvik”, SRS then proceeds to prove 
that MAD's “rtvik” teaching is actually correct! 
One day the GBC gurus will actually manage 
to oppose the IRM, rather than ‘unwittingly’ al- 
ways prove that we are correct!

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Cheating Ignorant Disciples 


We saw in the previous article how GBC vot- 
ed-in guru HH Sivarama Swami (“SRS”) failed 
in his 16/7/23 Budapest lecture to defeat the 
IRM's (“rtvik”) position, by defeating himself! 
The quotes in the shaded boxes are from the 
same lecture given on 16/7/23, and show him 
cheating to try to defeat the IRM’s position. 


Change the words 


To try to prove that Srila Prabhupada or- 
dered that he be succeeded as ISKCON’s diksa 
guru, SRS quotes the following from a room 
conversation Srila Prabhupada had with the 
GBC on 28/5/1977 - 

Satsvarupa: “Then we have a question 
concer...” 

Srila Prabhupada: “When | order you be- 
come guru, he becomes regular guru.” 

—and then proceeds to “explain” the above 
exchange by claiming: 

“he says, “No, you become guru. He becomes 
regular guru.”” 

However, SRS has completely changed 
what Srila Prabhupada said! Srila Prabhupada 
does not say - 

“No, you become guru” 

—as if urging one to become a guru by bat- 
ting away any possible objections to becom- 
ing guru by saying “No”. Srila Prabhupada ac- 
tually says: 

“When | order you become guru” 

Changing “When | order” to “No” com- 
pletely changes the meaning. “When | or- 
der” means you first need an order to be- 
come a diksa guru. An order which was nev- 
er given. “No” means the exact opposite. You 
do not need anything, and instead you just go 
ahead and do it- become guru. Thus, SRS has 
changed Srila Prabhupada’s actual words to 
avoid having to explain the non-existence of a 
diksd guru order from Srila Prabhupada. 


lam a laughing stock 


To try to prove that Srila Prabhupada or- 

dered that he be succeeded as ISKCON’s diksd 
guru, SRS also puts forward the following 
claim: 
“But Prabhupada did speak about the law of 
disciplic succession. And what is that law? At 
the disappearance of your guru, you can ac- 
cept disciples without limit.” 

SRS quotes the above statement about 
the “law of disciplic succession” from a letter 
Srila Prabhupada wrote to Tusta Krsna Dasa 
on 2/12/75. In that same letter, Srila Prabhu- 


pada states to whom this “law” would apply 
by stating: 

“Every student” 

“my disciples” 

It is undisputed that Srila Prabhupada had 
many disciples and students who were, and 
are, females. Thus, by putting forward this 
quote as evidence for successor diksd gurus, 
SRS is accepting that there should also be fe- 
male or Vaisnavi diks@ gurus. However, SRS 
also states that: 

“Vaisnavi diksa guru makes us a laughing 
stock.” 

Thus, since SRS has rejected Vaisnavi diksa 
gurus, he must also reject this “law” as being 
evidence for Srila Prabhupada ordering suc- 
cessor diksa gurus—lest he also becomes a 
“laughing stock”! 


Make up the words 


Another argument SRS gave to oppose the 
fact that Srila Prabhupada is taking everyone 
back to Godhead, is that Srila Prabhupada al- 
legedly stated that Srila Bhaktivinoda Thakura 
will take his disciple back to Godhead: 

“Srila Prabhupada said about the TOVP*. 
And maybe it was Jayapataka Maharaja or 
Bhavananda Maharaja said, ‘Oh, Prabhupada, 
we'll bring the Queen of England to the open- 
ing.’ Prabhupada said, ‘You bring the Queen of 
England to the opening, Bhaktivinoda Thakura 
will come down from the spiritual world, he'll 
grab you by the hand and he'll take you back 
to Godhead.” 

*TOVP -Temple of the Vedic Planetarium, or the 
Mayapur temple project. 

However, here is the recording of the in- 
cident referred to above. Rather than Srila 
Prabhupada stating that Srila Bhaktivinoda 
Thakura is taking one of Srila Prabhupada’s 
disciples back to Godhead, Srila Prabhupada 
simply agreed that Srila Bhaktivinoda Thakura 
would be pleased with the temple -that’s all: 

Jayapataka: “We want to make the Maya- 
pur temple so beautiful and make the city so 
nice that not only the Queen of England and 
the President of United States, but even the 
Russian and Chinese leaders, they'll all have 
to come to see this. They can’t avoid. Will that 
please Bhaktivinoda Thakura? [...]” 

Srila Prabhupada: “Oh, yes.” 

(Room Conversation, 8/11/77) 

There is no mention of Srila Bhaktivinoda 
Thakura taking Jayapataka or Bhavananda, or 
anyone else, back to Godhead.

Jumping over to Krsna 


“We're the Krsna Consciousness movement. So 
why do we have to have the Founder-Acarya as 
the center point? [...] It’s not what Prabhupada 
emphasised. Krsna Consciousness movement. 
Prabhupada wanted Krsna at the center.” 

Yes, Krsna should be in the centre. The 
question is how should Krsna be in the centre? 
And the answer is via putting Srila Prabhupada 
in the centre first, because this is what Srila 
Prabhupada stated ISKCON must do: 

“| wish that each and every Branch shall 
keep their independent identity and coop- 
erate keeping the Acarya in the centre. On 
this principle we can open any number of 
Branches all over the world.” 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 11/2/67) 

And SRS has to agree, since he states one 

cannot “jump over” and approach Krsna di- 
rectly, but rather one must go through the 
guru in the parampard first: 
“it goes evam parampara-praptam, it goes 
through. Prabhupada would always say, don’t 
try to jump over, go through. Don't try to jump 
over to Caitanya Mahaprabhu, don’t try to 
jump over to Krsna, just going through” 

And this guru, as established in the previ- 
ous article, is Srila Prabhupada. 


Conclusion 


1) SRS’s sole evidence for Srila Prabhupada 
being succeeded as ISKCON’s diksd guru is: 

a) A fabricated phrase from the 28/5/77 
conversation —“No, you become guru”; 

b) A “law” which he himself must accept 
does not order successor diksd gurus, other- 
wise he would turn into a “laughing stock”. 

2) He also makes other false arguments. 

But, as we explained in the Editorial, SRS is 
able to rely on his disciples remaining ignorant 
of such cheating, because he knows they will 
not read B7TP and thus discover it.

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In 201 7, the GBC adopted a position paper ti- 
tled “Principles for Creating a Diksd-guru Sys- 
tem for ISKCON”. We rebutted this paper in BTP 
55 (see “GBC Explains Its Guru System Is Unau- 
thorised”), showing that it: 

a) Admitted the GBC’s guru system is not 
supported by sastra; 

b) Simply ended up establishing the evi- 
dence for why its diksad guru system is not au- 
thorised. 

In the GBC’s recently published 2022 reso- 
lutions, via GBC resolution 702:03, 2022, the 
GBC has now agreed with the points made by 
us in the rebuttal of their 2017 paper. Quotes 
in the shaded boxes are taken from the afore- 
mentioned resolution. 


Useless paper 


“Whereas in 2017, the GBC adopted the po- 
sition paper 702.03 Principles for creating a 
diksd-guru system for ISKCON - 2017. As this 
paper itself describes, it “explains the author- 
ity of ISKCON’s Governing Body Commission 
(GBC) to create a system for devotees to take 
up the service of diksd-guru within the society 
[...] the paper did not justi 
the only means to regulate the diksa process” 

The GBC admits that its 2017 paper did not 
provide evidence to justify the GBC program 
for making successor diksa gurus in ISKCON. 
Even though it admits that this was the whole 


uru approvals as 


purpose of the paper -to explain “the author- 
ity of ISKCON’s Governing Body Commission 
(GBC) to create a system for devotees to take 
up the service of diksd-guru’. 

This admission concedes the points made 
by us in our article rebutting this GBC paper. 


Not Ssastric 

“the direction of sastra-which only calls for 
mutual testing in a diksd process and does not 
mention a GBC managerial system of over- 
sight of the diksd process [...] the GBC system 
has two mandatory interventions in guru-dis- 
ciple relationships, when there is no direction 
in Sastra to accept such third-party approvals.” 


Thus, it is fully accepted by the GBC that its 
diksa@ guru system is not authorised by sastra. 


This admission again concedes the same 
points made by us in our article which rebut- 
ted this 2017 GBC paper. 

“the GBC does not vet and approve siksa-gu- 
rus, even though sdstra equates them with 
diksd-gurus. [...] the current process clearly 
distinguishes between siksa- and diksad-gurus” 
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The GBC admits that its diksa guru system 
is also not Sastric in another way —it explicit- 
ly discriminates between siksa and diksa gu- 
rus. Such an activity, in addition to not being 
gastric, is also an offense in the discharge of de- 
votional service: 

“There is no difference between the 
shelter-giving Supreme Lord and the initi- 
ating [diksa] and instructing [siksa] spiritual 
masters. If one foolishly discriminates be- 
tween them, he commits an offense in the 
discharge of devotional service.” 

(Cc., Adi-lila, 1.47, purport) 


Not from Srila Prabhupada 


“Srila Prabhupada expects the GBC to govern 
and lead according to the direction of sastra” 

1) This is the only mention in the resolu- 
tion regarding the authority for the GBC cre- 
ating a diksd guru system -that the GBC will 
need to rely on sdastra. There is no mention 
made that Srila Prabhupada also “expects” the 
GBC to govern according to the orders he has 
given it for creating a diks@ guru system. Thus, 
the GBC accepts that Srila Prabhupada did not 
give it any orders to authorise diksa gurus. 

2) That Srila Prabhupada did not authorise 
the GBC to create its diksa guru system can in 
any case be the only possible conclusion. Be- 
cause in the last section we quoted the GBC 
admitting that its diksa guru system is not 
éastric, and Srila Prabhupada would only give 
orders which are Sastric: 

“Guru means he'll always enlighten the 
disciples with the light of sastra.” 

(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 20/7/73) 

3) A previous GBC paper, “On My Order 
Understood” (1995), had claimed that Srila 
Prabhupada had “personally detailed the pro- 
cedure for increasing the number of initiat- 
ing guru[s]” for the GBC. About this claim, HH 
Jayadvaita Swami (“JAS”) stated that it was 
effectively an “outright fabrication”. He did this 
in a submission he made on 13/12/03 for the 
GBC to consider, and this submission led to the 
GBC abandoning this 1995 paper. 

Thus, the GBC accepts that it will need to 
make its own guru system by relying only on 
“Astra” rather than any instructions from Srila 
Prabhupada. Which, as we saw in the previous 
section, it does not do either! 

Thus, from every angle, the GBC accepts 
that its successor diksa guru system is com- 
pletely unauthorised, having not been author- 
ised either by Srila Prabhupada or Sdstra. 


; Srila Prabhupada: Our main 
siksa guru and sole diksa guru 


Naturally deviant 


“The natural system of siksa-gurus becoming 
diksd-gurus, mentioned by Srila Prabhupada” 

The resolution here refers to the following 
instruction from Srila Prabhupada: 

“According to Ssastric injunctions, there 
is no difference between siksa-guru and 
diksa-guru, and generally the siksa-guru 
later on becomes the diksa-guru.” 

(SB, 4.12.32, purport) 

The GBC also promotes Srila Prabhu- 
pada as the natural siks@ guru for everyone 
in ISKCON (GBC Resolution 409, 1999). Yet, 
ISKCON’s natural siks@ guru who should nat- 
urally become the diks@ guru-Srila Prabhu- 
pada — naturally does not-since the GBC for- 
bids Srila Prabhupada to naturally become the 
diks@ guru in ISKCON. Hence, this is yet anoth- 
er way that the GBC’s diksa guru system is just 
naturally deviant, as well as being unsastric 
and unauthorised. 


Conclusion 


1) In 1995, the GBC released a paper re- 
garding its diksad guru system, “On My Order 
Understood”, which it claimed was the “final 
siddhanta’” on the issue of establishing the au- 
thority of the GBC’s diksa guru system. 

2) In 2004, that paper was withdrawn due 
to the GBC admitting that the paper did “not 
match” in “numerous places” the “available 
evidence from the statements of Srila Prabhu- 
pada” (GBC Resolution 409, 2004). 

3) Then, as explained in this article, in 2017 
the GBC issued another paper which it claimed 
would finally “explain the authority” of the 
GBC’s diksa guru system. 

4) Now the GBC has admitted that this pa- 
per also does no such thing. 

Thus, after over 45 years, the only thing the 
GBC has been able to conclude is that its guru 
system is both not authorised by sastra nor by 
Srila Prabhupada!

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Srila Prabhupada-the Sastric Guru 


We saw in the previous article that there is 
no dispute that the gurus in ISKCON are not 
sastric, produced as they are via an unsastric 
system. This then raises the question of what 
does sastra say regarding the diksda guru, which 
is explained below. 


The Sastric guru 


In Bhagavad-gita 4.34, Lord Krsna states: 

“Just try to learn the truth by approach- 
ing a spiritual master. Inquire from him sub- 
missively and render service unto him. The 
self-realized soul can impart knowledge 
unto you because he has seen the truth.” 

It states that the knowledge the guru im- 
parts is based on having specifically “seen” 
that truth. Thus, whereas a temple devotee 
may “preach” theoretically that Krsna is God 
because that is what sastra says, the self-real- 
ised guru will have practically experienced and 
realised that knowledge. The guru will actual- 
ly have seen the truth about Krsna, including 
having seen Krsna face to face: 

[Referring specifically to Bhagavad-gi- 
ta, 4.34:] “You have to approach tattva-dar- 
si, who has seen God through spiritual eyes. 
So one has to approach such a person who 
actually knows God, seen God” 

(Srila Prabhupada, Room Conversation, 13/6/76) 

“When the devotee sees the Supreme 
Personality of Godhead by his meditation, 
or when he sees the Lord personally, face 
to face, he becomes aware of everything 
within this universe. Indeed, nothing is un- 
known to him. Everything within this ma- 
terial world is fully manifested to a devo- 
tee who has seen the Supreme Personali- 
ty of Godhead. Bhagavad-gita (4.34) there- 
fore advises: [...] “Just try to learn the truth 
by approaching a spiritual master. [...] The 
self-realized soul can impart knowledge 
unto you because he has seen the truth.”” 
(SB, 8.6.9, purport) 

Thus, this is the fully “self-realised” guru Bg. 
4.34 refers to—one who has seen Krsna face to 
face through spiritual eyes. 


Sastra supports Srila Prabhupada 


Thus, sastra authorises us to accept a self- 
realised person who has seen the truth as 
the bona fide spiritual master. Clearly, Srila 
Prabhupada is such a person, and hence Sastra 
supports us accepting Srila Prabhupada as our 
diksa@ guru. Which the GBC must accept since 
most of its members have already accepted 


Srila Prabhupada as such a Sastric guru. 

Now, only if sastra then goes on to propose 
some restriction would Srila Prabhupada sud- 
denly cease to be a Sastric guru one can accept. 
To prevent one from accepting Srila Prabhu- 
pada as one’s diksd guru, one would need the 
following sastric restriction: 

a) The guru does not need to be physically 
present before the disciple; 

b) Rather, the guru only needs to be physi- 
cally present somewhere on the planet. 

Such a contradictory proposition needs 
to be put forward since many of Srila Prabhu- 
pada’s disciples never met him, including 
some GBC voted-in gurus! For example, GBC 
voted-in guru Adikarta Dasa confessed: 

“| never met Prabhupdada. | just served 
ISKCON”. 

(Adikarta Dasa, during lecture by HH Trivikrama 
Swami, Alachua, USA, 9/4/23) 

This contradictory proposition, wherein 
physical presence is needed only for the plan- 
et but not needed for the actual disciple, serves 
no purpose other than as a contrivance con- 
cocted specifically to prevent one from accept- 
ing Srila Prabhupada. But no such contradicto- 
ry restriction has been put forward by sastra. 

Note, one cannot even claim that Bg. 4.34 
implies that the spiritual master must be phys- 
ically present before the disciple, due to the 
need for the disciple to be able to “inquire 
from” the guru. Because, as stated above: 

a) Srila Prabhupada initiated many disci- 
ples who never “inquired” from him; 

b) Nor has any disciple been able to in- 
quire from Srila Prabhupada for the last 46 
years. 

Thus, sastra supports one continuing to 
accept the fully God-realised and self-realised 
sastric guru, Srila Prabhupada, as one’s diksa 
guru. However, sastra does not support impos- 
ing any “physical” restriction on accepting Srila 
Prabhupada as one’s diksd guru. 


Authorised by guru 


Srila Prabhupada states that in order for 
one to be a diksa guru, one must be author- 
ised by one’s own diksd guru: 

“Guru cannot be self-made. No. There 
is no such single instance throughout the 
whole Vedic literature. And nowadays, so 
many rascals, they are becoming guru with- 
out any authority. That is not guru. You 
must be authorized.” 

(Srila Prabhupada’s Lecture, 27/2/77) 


“= 


Srila Prabhupada: 
The bona fide spiritual master 


“One should take initiation from a bona 
fide spiritual master coming in the disciplic 
succession, who is authorized by his prede- 
cessor spiritual master. This is called diksa- 
vidhana.” 

(SB, 4.8.54, purport) 

Therefore, every GBC guru in ISKCON must 
have been authorised by Srila Prabhupada or- 
dering him to become a diksd guru to be con- 
sidered a bona fide guru. Which means, either: 

a) Srila Prabhupada directly ordered him 
to become a diksd guru; 

b) Or Srila Prabhupada ordered that the 
GBC must make diksd gurus, and one must 
take the authority to be diksd guru via the GBC. 

However, we have already established in 
the previous article that: 

i) The GBC was not authorised by Srila 
Prabhupada to make diksd gurus; 

ii) This GBC guru system is not Sastric; 

And in addition, we can note that the fact 
that gurus in ISKCON become diksd gurus via 
first waiting to get the necessary GBC votes 
proves that one cannot claim that they were 
ordered by Srila Prabhupada to become a 
diksa guru. Otherwise, if Srila Prabhupada had 
done so, then one would just have taken up 
being a diksa guru immediately, citing Srila 
Prabhupada’s authority to do so. Or at least at- 
tempted to do so. One would not instead wait 
to become diksd guru only until and unless 
one is authorised to do so via the GBC. 


Conclusion 


Having established in the previous article 
that the GBC guru is not a Sastric guru, we can 
further establish that: 

1) The GBC gurus were not authorised by 
Srila Prabhupada; 

2) The sastric guru will have seen Krsna 
face to face; 

3) Srila Prabhupada is such a sastric guru 
and it is sastric to continue to accept Srila 
Prabhupada as our diksd guru.

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Who Has Stopped the Parampara? 


We have previously detailed the admissions 
of ISKCON’s leaders regarding the quality of 
their GBC gurus in the “GBC guru-parampara” 
(disciplic succession) which they have con- 
structed. They have stated that the GBC “par- 
ampara” guru can be: 

1) An “idiot” (BTP 68, “Becoming Guru in 
ISKCON”). 

2) Not even “Krsna conscious” (BTP 71, “Dumb- 
ing Down GBC Gurus”). 

3) A “jackass” (BTP 72, ““Jackass” Guru-Tattva”). 
4) Corrupt or envious (BTP 72, ““Jackass” Gu- 
ru-Tattva"). 

5) A “clown” (BTP 75, “The Jackass and Clown 
Show”). 

6) Not “real gurus” (BTP 75, “GBC Guru Admits 
They Are Not Real Gurus”). 

7) Not “Sastric’”-as documented in this issue 
on page 5. 

Below we see a further admission regard- 
ing the “GBC guru parampara", and explain 
what this means in terms of the bona fide 
disciplic succession. The quotes in the shad- 
ed boxes are from a talk given on 29/1/23 by 
GBC voted-in guru HH Bhakti Vikasa Swami 
(“BVKS”). 


Serious parampara problems 


1) BVKS flags up the “serious problems in 


b—/) 


the whole system of parampara”, which result 
from the anarthas (unwanted material desires) 
of the GBC gurus. 

2) BVKS accepts that these “serious prob- 


is 


lems in the whole system of parampara” will 
not improve “overnight”. 
Thus, BVKS admits to there being “serious 


problems” with the “GBC guru-parampara”. 


Problem parampara will continue 


Having just acknowledged the serious 
problems with the “GBC guru-parampara”, 
wherein BVKS also admitted that there will not 
be any solution soon, he then states as above: 


1) That even if some “solution” is found, it 


will not in any case be “watertight”; 

2) But rather that these GBC guru-param- 
para “issues will continue”. 

However, he attempts to justify there be- 
ing such parampara problems by claiming that 
there have always been gurus who have “giv- 
en the wrong advice”. But, by stating this, BVKS 
is just further confirming that his “GBC guru- 
parampara” is not a real parampara. Because, 
by definition, parampara means the guru nev- 
er gives the wrong advice: 

“If you want to know positively, niscay- 
am, without any mistake, then we have to 
approach a person like Sukadeva Gosvami 
or the parampara system, who is coming in 
disciplic succession of parampara system. 
[...] That is called parampara system. [...] 
You cannot change a single alphabet. They 
are all unmistakable.” 

(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 24/6/72) 

“We are not manufacturing anything. 
That is the guru-parampara system. And if 
we follow strictly the line of mahajana, then 
there is no question of mistake. [...] And 
there are thousands who are coming, man- 
ufacturing their own way and spoiling the 
whole thing.” 

(Srila Prabhupada, Evening Darsana, 12/8/76) 

Rather, those who “give the wrong ad- 


vice”, instead of just repeating the pure mes- 
sage handed down by the parampara without 
error, are guilty of “spoiling the whole thing’. 


Non-parampara GBC gurus 


1) Thus, BVKS has confirmed that the “GBC 
guru-parampara’” is not the bona fide spiritual 
disciplic succession that is mentioned by Srila 
Prabhupada and sastra. 

2) Further confirming this, we saw in the 
previous article that the GBC gurus are not au- 
thorised to be in the parampara, as such GBC 
gurus were not ordered by Srila Prabhupada. 

3) In addition, it was also confirmed by the 
GBC itself in the article on page 5 that the GBC 
gurus are “not Sastric”. 

4) We also saw in the previous article that 
bona fide gurus need to be on the level of see- 
ing Krsna “face to face”. No one is even claim- 
ing this about the GBC gurus. On the contrary, 
at the outset of this article, we gave a whole list 
of admissions by ISKCON leaders for how they 
are “not real gurus”, may not even be “Krsna 
conscious”, etc. 

5) However, as also documented in the 
previous article, Srila Prabhupada is the bona 


Srila Prabhupada: 
Continues, not stops, the parampara 


fide guru in the parampara, who can connect 
everyone in ISKCON to the parampara. And 
Sastra does not teach that Srila Prabhupada 
must suddenly be removed from being the 
current link in the parampara just because he 
physically departs. 


GBC gurus stopped parampara 


BVKS claims that the position of the IRM 
(whom BVKS calls “rtvik vadis”) of allowing Srila 


Prabhupada to continue connecting persons 
to the parampara as ISKCON’s diks@ guru, will 
“stop the parampara”. However, Srila Prabhu- 
pada states, when speaking about the chain of 
disciplic succession, that it is broken as soon 
as you have false spiritual masters, otherwise 
it is not broken: 

“Chain is broken when there are false 
spiritual masters. Otherwise it is not bro- 
ken.” 

(Srila Prabhupada, Morning Walk, 2/9/76) 

1) Since Srila Prabhupada is not a “false 
spiritual master”, then the chain will not be 
broken with him remaining as the link to the 
parampara. 

2) However, the chain is broken if Srila 
Prabhupada is removed as the link to the par- 
amparda and instead replaced with the GBC gu- 
rus who we have proven in many ways in the 
previous section are false spiritual masters. 


Conclusion 


Thus, the reality is the exact opposite to 
that claimed by BVKS. 

1) The parampara continues with Srila 
Prabhupada. 

2) The GBC gurus stop the parampara by 
breaking the chain due to being non-Ssastric, 
unauthorised, false spiritual masters.

During a lecture he gave at ISKCON Alachua, 
USA, on 9/4/23, GBC voted-in guru HH Tri- 
vikrama Swami (“TKS”) was confronted by 
IRM members Jayananda Dasa and Krsna Bhak- 
ta Dasa and others. All quotes in shaded boxes 
are taken from this lecture. 


Bluff about Srila Prabhupada 


When TKS was challenged regarding the is- 
sue of fallen gurus, of which ISKCON has had 
many, TKS replied: 

“Prabhupada says this: if you have accept- 
ed a guru and you find out that he is bogus, 
[...] then you have a right to go to him and tell 
him that you lost faith with him and the ad- 
vice is you should wait some time. Then if he 
doesn't rectify it, he’s still having illicit sex or 
something, you can reject him so that you can 
accept a bona fide guru. That’s exactly what 


Prabhupada says on this subject. | have all the 
material, I’ve been through this” 


TKS claims very emphatically and abso- 
lutely that Srila Prabhupada taught that if one 
finds out that one’s guru is bogus, one should 
not reject him. Rather, one should first “wait 
some time” to see if he will “rectify” himself. 
TKS claims: 

1) This is “exactly what Prabhupada says”. 

2) That he knows this is a fact because 
he has “all the material” which he has “been 
through”. 

Consequently, due to the very precise 
claims made in statements 1) and 2), if it turns 
out that Srila Prabhupada did not say what 
TKS claims above Srila Prabhupada said, then 
it means that TKS was blatantly lying. 


Srila Prabhupada truth 


1) There is in fact no such statement made 
by Srila Prabhupada. One can search all of Srila 
Prabhupada’s teachings, and one will not find 
anything even remotely close to what TKS 
dogmatically claimed was “exactly said” by 
Srila Prabhupada. 

2) As proof of this fact, later in the lecture, 

TKS is caught accepting that Srila Prabhu- 
pada did not teach this. He admits he only has 
one reference for this alleged teaching, which 
is from a book not even mentioned by Srila 
Prabhupada: 
Adikarta Dasa: “| can’t remember the name 
of the book, by one devotee named Narahari*, 
he said if your guru falls down, you give hima 
chance to rectify himself, and if he doesn’t rec- 
tify himself, you find another guru.” 
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Never Trust the Bluffers: 


TKS: “Yeah, that’s the only reference | know 

also.” 

*$ri Krsna-Bhajanamrta by Narahari Sarakara. 
Thus, in order to use Srila Prabhupada’s 

authority to defend fallen ISKCON gurus, TKS 

shamelessly spoke a complete lie about what 

Srila Prabhupada said. 


Bluff about Bhagavad-gita 


Jayananda Dasa: “after putting so much faith 
in these people, conditioned souls, that they 
were actually on the level of Prabhupada, 
what's the position after they fall down? [...] 
Who's the guru for that disciple?” 

TKS: “That you have to find out. Read the 
book. Here’s the Bhagavad-gita.” 

TKS is asked very specific questions about 
the many persons in ISKCON who have had 
their gurus fall down: 

a) What is the position of such persons 
with fallen gurus? 

b) Who is their guru? 

TKS refuses to answer the questions, and 
instead claims that one can find the answers 
by reading the Bhagavad-gita. 


Bhagavad-gita truth 


But, when we actually consult the Bhaga- 
vad-gitd, as advised by TKS: 

1) There is not even a mention of bogus 
gurus who fall down, never mind the status of 
their former “disciples”. 

2) Rather, Bhagavad-gita makes it clear 
that such “gurus” who deviate are not even 
gurus to begin with: 

“A bona fide spiritual master is in the 
disciplic succession from time eternal, and 
he does not deviate at all from the instruc- 
tions of the Supreme Lord” 

(Bg., 4.42, purport) 

So, as before, unable or unwilling to an- 
swer a question which exposes the guru hoax 
of which he is a part, TKS again bluffs and gives 
a false answer. 


Bluff about IRM 


“I'll be happy to talk to the rtviks. [...] but let’s 
come privately and we can talk. [...] if anybody 
wants to take the time and go threadbare with 
me on this issue, I’m ready to do it [...] I'm on 
PAMHO [...] I’m also on Gmail [...] these rtvik 
people they wrote, they would send out this 


Back To PrabhupGda magazine [...] so | wrote 
to them and | made some good points, but 


they don’t wanna talk seriously.” 


krama Swami: Bluffing 


TKS claims that in regard to these various 
questions about the guru system in ISKCON: 

a) He is willing to discuss the issue “thread- 
bare” with anyone, including the “rtviks” 
(ISKCON leaders’ label for the IRM); 

b) This discussion should be done in pri- 
vate via email; 

c) He already had such a talk with the ‘Back 
To Prabhupdda people’ (IRM) and made “some 
good points”, but that we did not want to dis- 
cuss seriously with him. 


IRM truth -1 


However, again, let us examine the reality: 

1) On 12/8/17, TKS emailed us an article he 
had written. After B7P’s editor rebutted this ar- 
ticle with 7 separate proofs, TKS refused to re- 
spond to our rebuttal of his article. 

2) Then, 1 month later, he sent us a link 
to a video made by someone else, which at- 
tacked the IRM’s position via attacking Srila 
Prabhupada. We then responded to TKS stat- 
ing that we would accept his continued non- 
response as his defeat and that we would be 
exposing the correspondence in a future B7TP 
issue. Only after this “threat” was TKS coaxed 
into attempting to respond to our rebuttal of 
his article. However, in responding, TKS still 
made it clear he did not want to respond any 
more, in case we again defeated his response: 

“lam not interested in debating this issue ad 
nausam on the interenet [sic] so kindly do not ex- 
pect me to respond as | am content to allow his- 
tory to reveal who is correct.” 

(TKS email to BTP Editor, 20/9/17) 

Instead, he said that we should go and lis- 
ten in a submissive, “non-challenging” mood 
to him giving class on non-related subjects: 

“if you would like to hear more from me in a 
non-challenging mood | give class every evening 
here at Srila Prabhupada’s Iskcon temple in Or- 
lando. You are most welcome to attend.” 

(TKS email to BTP Editor, 20/9/17) 

3) We then had to again coax TKS into re- 

plying by saying that we were not asking for

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an “argument”, but rather were simply asking 
questions. But then, after we rebutted his an- 
swers, rather than replying, he simply just cut 
off the discussion completely by asking us to 
“chant Hare Krishna”. 


IRM truth -2 


The reason TKS was forced to cut off the 
discussion was because his “answers” were 
defeated by using his own words against him. 
TKS made two points: 

1) That Srila Prabhupada had completely 
stopped initiating on October 18th, 1977. 

2) Instead, the 11 rtviks named in the July 
9th, 1977 directive had been ordered by Srila 
Prabhupada to become his diksd guru succes- 
sors, in his physical presence, on October 18th, 
1977. 

To bolster his claim, he invoked the au- 
thority of HH Tamala Krsna Gosvami (TKG), 
who signed the July 9th, 1977 directive as 
Srila Prabhupada’s secretary. TKS put forward 
TKG’s opinion that TKG believed the directive 
was only written to be applicable during Srila 
Prabhupada’s physical presence. Since TKS 
had fully accepted the authority of TKG, we re- 
ferred him to another letter written by TKG as 
Srila Prabhupada’s secretary. In that letter, TKG 
states on behalf of Srila Prabhupada that: 

a) Srila Prabhupada had not stopped ini- 
tiating at all. 

b) But rather he was continuing to initiate 
via the system of 11 rtviks. 

And the clincher? This letter was writ- 
ten on the same date, October 18th, 1977, 
on which, according to TKS, Srila Prabhupada 
had supposedly done the exact opposite, by 
stopping initiating and instead ordering the 
11 rtviks to turn into diksa@ gurus! We then 
asked TKS if he accepts this letter communi- 
cates Srila Prabhupada’s wishes via his secre- 
tary, TKG—and that was when he suddenly cut 
us off with his “Chant Hare Krishna” message! 

Therefore, as opposed to his boast that he 
is happy to discuss issues “threadbare” with 
us on email, and that he made “some good 
points”: the documented truth is that due to 
not being able to answer our points, he tried 
to avoid discussing the issue with us at all. And 
then had to drop out of the discussion com- 
pletely due to being defeated. 

However, one does not need to take our 
word for it. One can verify all the above by 
reading our full email exchange with TKS here:

Bluff about living guru 


TKS makes two points: 


1) He invokes “tradition” as the authority 
to determine the truth about the diksa@ guru. 

2) And this truth is a “living guru” who will 
“always” give the initiate his name and neck 
beads, and will chant on his beads. 


Living guru truth 


1) However, TKS had already rejected the 
use of “tradition” as the authority to determine 
what should be done in ISKCON: 

“What you are missing is Srila PrabhupGda’s 
unique position, and his being empowered to es- 
tablish for the first time in history a Vaisnava In- 
stitution which has an ongoing central author- 
ity.” 

(TKG, ‘Questions & Answers’, 25/1/09) 

Because TKS states that ISKCON itself is 
completely untraditional. 

2) We also know for a fact that there has 
not always been a “living guru” who gives an 
initiate his name, neck beads and chants on his 
beads. Chanting on beads in ISKCON was al- 
ready being done by representatives, rather 
than the diksda guru, Srila Prabhupada, from as 
early as 1973. Whilst after July 9th, 1977, the 
giving of an initiate his name and neck beads, 
and also chanting on the beads, was being 
done by rtvik representatives and the Tem- 
ple President, who between them completed 
all initiation procedures. Srila Prabhupada, the 
diksG guru, was not involved at all in the execu- 
tion of the initiation formalities. All this is doc- 
umented in the July 9th, 1977 directive. 


No guarantee 


TKS states that there is no guarantee in re- 
gard to gurus. But Srila Prabhupada states that 
there is a guarantee as long as the guru is bona 
fide. And that we must only approach such a 
real guaranteed guru, rather than play Russian 
roulette with the ISKCON gurus: 


Srila Prabhupada stops all bluffing 


“If one gets a bona fide spiritual master 
[...] his perfection of life in Krsna conscious- 


ness is guaranteed.” 
(Bg., 18.57, purport) 

“We must approach the real guru [...] 
Then everything guaranteed.” 
(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 11/7/76) 

And Srila Prabhupada is this guaranteed 
bona fide guru. 


IRM stops suffering 


TKS states that it is one’s duty to examine a 
prospective guru, rather than just accept what- 
ever gurus are offered by ISKCON temples, 
otherwise one will suffer if the guru turns out 
not to be bona fide. 

However, the best source to “examine” if 
a prospective guru is bona fide is BTP and the 
IRM’s other literatures. Because examining al- 
leged gurus is exactly what we do. As we ex- 
plained in the Editorial, there is no one else 
that has examined the ISKCON gurus as much 
as we have. We examine if the alleged guru 
talks nonsense and deviates from Srila Prabhu- 
pada. TKS states that such examination is rec- 
ommended by sdstra as one’s duty to avoid 
suffering, and thus such “examination” cannot 
be condemned as being “offensive” or “sadhu- 
ninda”, fault-finding, etc. Therefore, the IRM is 
helping everyone to fulfil this duty of examin- 
ing alleged gurus and thereby avoid suffering. 


Conclusion 


This is a perfect case study of GBC voted- 
in guru HH Sivarama Swami’s warning men- 
tioned in the Editorial, that we should not just 
believe what any ISKCON leader states will be 
the truth! Rather, he must be fact-checked.

“Why are you not preaching to the karmis* 
to become devotees, but preaching to the 
devotees to become your followers? Can you 
explain? Go preach to the karmis, to the imper- 
sonalists, to the Mayavadis**, they are much 
worse than the ISKCON devotees for sure. Why 
are you not preaching to them?”

Editor replies: 

This is a common criticism levelled at the 
IRM-that why is our mission geared only to- 
wards devotees rather than the public-and 
therefore we shall answer it here in detail. 

1) We are not preaching to the devotees 
to become our followers. We are asking them 
to become Srila Prabhupada’s followers, as this 
is what they are meant to be, rather than fol- 
lowers of unauthorised, deviant gurus who 
have hijacked his movement for their own 
profit, adoration and distinction (PAD). Srila 
Prabhupada established himself as the Found- 
er-Acarya and thus sole authorised diksd guru 
of his Society and never ordered any successor 
diksa gurus to replace him. 

2) Srila Prabhupada stated that preach- 
ing to devotees should take precedence over 
preaching to “karmis” in order to make sure 
that the devotees are trained up “perfectly” in 
the philosophy of Krsna consciousness: 

“Yes, you have got the right idea when 
you Say that your preaching work shall be 


directed toward the children and the dev- 


otees and not so much to the Dallas public. 
We may thin the milk till it becomes useless, 


or we may boil it until it becomes thick and 
sweet, so now we have got enough follow- 


ers, let us train them up perfectly in the phi- 
losophy and activities of Krishna Conscious- 


ness way of life. Unless all of my students 
become very much fixed up in their spiritu- 
al progress, what is the use of so many pro- 
grams for expansion?” 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 20/6/72) 

3) Srila Prabhupada called this process 
“boiling the milk”. He warned that unless the 
devotees were “very thoroughly” learned in 
the knowledge of Srila Prabhupada’s teach- 
ings then the “whole thing will become lost”: 

“Now we have got so many students 
and so many temples but | am fearful that 
if we expand too much in this way that we 
shall become weakened and gradually the 
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whole thing will become lost. Just like milk. 
We may thin it more and more with water 
for cheating the customer, but in the end 
it will cease to be any longer milk. Better 
to boil the milk now very vigorously [...] 


So let us concentrate on training our dev- 
otees very thoroughly in the knowledge 


of Krishna Consciousness from our books, 


from tapes, by discussing always, and in so 
many ways instruct them in the right prop- 
ositions.” 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 22/6/72) 

4) In the final meetings Srila Prabhupada 
had with the GBC, he again emphasised the 
need to make sure that the “milk was boiled” 
in regard to the leaders. He stated that though 
earlier GBC members did not need to be very 
advanced, now it was important that they all 
must be “ideal Gcdrya-like”: 

Tamala Krsna: “in the past some GBC 
men have fallen down...” [...] 

Srila Prabhupada: “They must be all ide- 
al acarya-like. In the beginning we have 
done for working. Now we should be very 
cautious. Anyone who is deviating, he can be 
replaced.” 

(Room Conversation, 28/5/77) 

From these instructions we can conclude 
the following: 

a) Once there were enough devotees 
made worldwide, Srila Prabhupada authorised 
concentrating on preaching to devotees at the 
expense of making new devotees, in order to 
ensure they understood the philosophy cor- 
rectly. Srila Prabhupada did this even though 
those who were non-devotees may have been 
“much worse” than those who were in ISKCON. 

b) Srila Prabhupada wanted this to be 
done just 6 years after ISKCON was founded 
and at a time when the movement was not 
even deviating wholesale philosophically. 

c) Srila Prabhupada’s prophecy that unless 
this was done “gradually the whole thing will 
become lost” actually came to pass. For, as well 
as being a bogus guru cult, the movement to- 
day is deviating wholesale philosophically in 
many other ways — see here for the evidence: 

iskconirm.com/mission 

Consequently, given the above facts, the 
need more than ever above anything else for 
devotees to become thoroughly learned “per- 
fectly” in the philosophy of Krsna conscious- 
ness as Srila Prabhupada wanted-is more 
than justified and authorised by Srila Prabhu- 
pada in the current wholesale deviant circum-

stances. The IRM is therefore exposing the phil- 
osophical deviations which are being perpe- 
trated in Srila Prabhupada’s name. 

5) As we would be helping reveal to dev- 
otees the correct philosophy of Krsna con- 
sciousness, we would also be rendering the 
highest good: 

“For one who explains the supreme se- 
cret to the devotees, devotional service is 
guaranteed, and at the end he will come 
back to Me. There is no servant in this world 
more dear to Me than he, nor will there ever 


be one more dear.” 
(Bg., 18.68-69) 

6) Additionally, even GBC voted-in guru 
HH Bhakti Vikasa Swami has observed that 
ISKCON has itself become corrupted with 
“Mayavada", as well as “sahajiya’*, influences: 

“So then | thought, well that’s, you know, 
that just shows our movement's a sahajiya 
movement [...] But it is difficult to train people 
within the present ISKCON Society when there 
are all these Mayavada and sahajiya influences. | 
mean just like, for instance, there’s thousands of 
things we could say.” 

(BVKS Lecture, 24/8/11) 
* Pseudo-devotees 

Thus, by preaching within ISKCON we 
would also in any case be preaching against 
“Mayavada" . 

7) Many devotees who join ISKCON today 
believe they are following Srila Prabhupada’s 
teachings by following the GBC’s unauthorised 
guru system. That this guru system is unau- 
thorised is admitted by the GBC itself- please 
see the articles on pages 5 and 6. These dev- 
otees sincerely think they have already em- 
braced Srila Prabhupada’s true teachings and 
thus are going back to Godhead. Hence, if we 
do not reach out to them about Srila Prabhu- 
pada’s actual instructions to accept him as 
their diks@ guru, they could forever stay in ig- 
norance and potentially follow their deviant 
gurus to hell: 


Please chant Hare Krsna, Hare Krsna, Krsna Krsna, Hare Hare, Hare Rama, Hare Rama, Rama Rama, Hare Hare - and be happy! 
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“Similarly, those who mislead people go 
to hell, and their followers go with them.” 
(SB, 6.7.14) 

“The pseudo-spiritual master flatters 
the so-called disciple, and thereby both the 
master and his ward go to hell without a 
doubt.” 

(SB, 1.19.37, purport) 

Therefore, given the misfortune of such 
persons, we must help them. 

8) Leaving aside the need to help devo- 
tees from being doomed to ignorance and 
spiritually lost, as disciples of Srila Prabhupada 
our duty is to defend and promote him. Srila 
Prabhupada’s position has been hijacked, he 
is being defamed, and his legacy and name is 
being used to perpetrate a massive hoax and 
cheat everyone. Every issue of BTP documents 
all these things and more. Given such a dire sit- 
uation, if we do not defend Srila Prabhupada 
who will? Srila Prabhupada says: 

“Suppose if | am here and somebody 
kills me, and if you do not protest, is it a 
very good business? People will be sur- 
prised that “So many disciples are there, 
and this man is being killed, and nobody do 
anything?”” 

(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 27/10/74) 

Srila Prabhupada’s movement has been 
spiritually killed for the last 46 years, and it is 
continuing. So how can we not protest and do 
something? Therefore, no real disciple of Srila 
Prabhupada can stand by and allow this cheat- 
ing to go on in Srila Prabhupada’s name. So, as 
disciples, we are acting against this. This alone 
is enough to impel us to have a single-minded 
‘tunnel vision’ to only be concerned with fight- 
ing on behalf of Srila Prabhupada. 


Srila Prabhupada is the initiator 


“Please accept my humble obeisances. All 
glories to Srila Prabhupada. | came in contact 
with Krsna consciousness around 1970. I’ve 
read all of Srila Prabhupada’s books, large and 
small. | am 76 years old. | was initiated in 2015 
BUT NO ONE TOLD ME ABOUT THE GURU IS- 
SUE. About one year after | was initiated, | got 
on Facebook. It was then that | began to find 
out about the guru issue. Every time | posted 
something | would also put up a picture of my 
spiritual master (Guru Prasad Swami). | started 
to get comments about my guru from many 
devotees. For about two years, | defended 
my guru, but | admitted that | knew nothing 
about this guru issue. During those two years, 


| received much information to help me dis- 
cern the truth about this guru issue, such as 
Back To Prabhupdda, and the IRM website. For 
the past three years, | have been studying all 
this information and have come to the conclu- 
sion that Srila Prabhupada’s final order was not 
followed. And therefore, ISKCON is gradually 
crumbling. It does not seem like Srila Prabhu- 
pada’s movement anymore. 

| told my guru that what Srila Prabhupada 
wanted when he was no longer present, was 
to have all those who were initiated listed in 
his book of disciples, as Srila Prabhupada’s dis- 
ciples. So, | was accepting Srila Prabhupada 
as my Spiritual Master. | have come to under- 
stand that diksd is the Transference of Tran- 
scendental Knowledge, not the formal “Fire 
Sacrifice.” For 45 years BEFORE | was initiated, 
all | had guiding me was Srila Prabhupada’s 
books, which | read every day. Therefore, when 
| was initiated, | was already following all the 
principles. So, it was Srila Prabhupada who 
transferred transcendental knowledge to me, 
this is diksa, not the formal “fire sacrifice” giv- 
en by Guru Prasad Swami. Therefore, | feel jus- 
tified stating | accept Srila Prabhupada as my 
spiritual master. Guru Prasad Swami has not 
responded to my acceptance of Srila Prabhu- 
pada as my spiritual master. 

Now, my question to you is, what do | say 
if he says NO, | can’t do that? | am not one who 
believes in second initiations. But | would be 
interested in your response because you seem 
to be a very knowledgeable person. | do my 
sadhana [spiritual practices—Ed.] every day, 
and | love Krsna. But | don’t know anyone else 
who has gone through a similar situation as 
mine that | can learn from. 

So here | am at your lotus feet begging for 
your help, whatever advice you can give me... 
thank you.” 

- Jagat Guru Dasa, Texas, USA 

Editor replies: 

1) Actually there are many persons who 
have written to us sharing the fact that they 
are in the same situation as you. After discov- 
ering the truth about Srila Prabhupada and his 
teachings, they have rejected their GBC guru 
and only accepted Srila Prabhupada as their 
guru. If your ex-GBC guru does not accept your 
correct decision, you need not worry as Lord 
Krsna and Srila Prabhupada are with you. 

2) You are absolutely correct that the fire 
sacrifice is not diksd. Indeed, in the July 9th, 
1977 directive, wherein Srila Prabhupada set

out the procedure for initiations in ISKCON, we 
may note the following statement: 

“The newly initiated devotees are disci- 
ples of His Divine Grace A.C. Bhaktivedanta 
Swami Prabhupad, the above eleven senior 
devotees acting as His representative. After 
the Temple President receives a letter from 
these representatives giving the spiritual 
name or the thread, he can perform the fire 
yajna in the temple” 

(July 9th, 1977, Directive) 

Thus, the fire yajfia takes place after re- 
ceiving notification regarding the “newly in- 
itiated devotees”, i.e. after the initiation is al- 
ready completed! 

3) Yes, receiving transcendental knowl- 
edge from Srila Prabhupada by which one is 
liberated is what constitutes diksd: 

“Diks@ actually means initiating a dis- 
ciple with transcendental knowledge by 
which he becomes freed from all material 
contamination.” 

(Cc., Madhya-lila, 4.111, purport) 


Nonsense Corner 


This is a column in which we answer arti- 
cles or statements that have been forwarded 
to us by our readers for rebutting. 

The statements in the shaded boxes be- 
low were made by ISKCON leader HH Bhak- 
ti Brhat Bhagavata Swami (“BBBS”). They 
were made in response to being asked about 
“rtviks” (followers of the IRM’s position) who 
“don’t accept a spiritual master except Srila 
Prabhupada.” 


1) As is usual with ISKCON leaders, no ev- 
idence is provided for this “Srila Prabhupada 
said’, but rather these so-called “Prabhupada

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saids” are just pulled out of thin air. We do 
not find any recorded statement from Srila 
Prabhupada where he states that: 

“Studying my books is not sufficient”. 

2) We do, however, find Srila Prabhupada 
stating that studying his books is sufficient: 

“Whatever | have to speak, | have spo- 
ken in my books. Now you try to understand 
it and continue your endeavor. Whether | 
am present or not present doesn’t matter.” 
(Srila Prabhupada, Arrival Speech, 17/5/77) 

Srila Prabhupada states that we simply 
need to study what he has written in his books, 
since his physical presence is not relevant. 

“In my books the philosophy of Krishna 
Consciousness is explained fully so if there 
is anything which you do not understand, 
then you simply have to read again and 


again. By reading daily the knowledge will 
be revealed to you and by this process your 


spiritual life will develop.” 
(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 22/11/74) 

Srila Prabhupada states that reading his 
books is sufficient in order to get all necessary 
knowledge and to enable one’s spiritual life to 
develop. 


1) BBBS claims that because the “book 
Bhagavata” cannot twist one’s ear, one needs a 
“living diksd guru” (in addition to a “living siksa 
guru”), wherein by “living” he means physically 
present. However, Srila Prabhupada has never 
taught this. Indeed, we just quoted him stating 
the opposite, that his physical presence is irrel- 
evant, and one can just read his books. 

2) Indeed, if Srila Prabhupada stated that a 
living diks@ guru was necessary to twist one’s 
ear then he would have ordered all his disci- 
ples to take another “living” diksa guru on his 
physical departure, as he has not been “living”, 
as in physically present, to “twist their ears” for 
almost 50 years. Not only did Srila Prabhupada 
not order this, but he has taught that such an 
order would not even be possible since hav- 
ing more than one diksd guru is “always for- 
bidden”: 

“A devotee must have only one initiat- 
ing spiritual master because in the scrip- 
tures acceptance of more than one is always 
forbidden.” 

(Cc., Adi-lila, 1.35, purport) 


It is claimed that Srila Prabhupada said that 
the “person Bhagavata", one who is living the 
books, is “more important” than the book it- 
self, which is known as the “book Bhagavata’. 
However, Srila Prabhupada teaches the ex- 
act opposite, that the two Bhdgavatas are the 
same, rather than one being “more important” 
than the other: 

“There are two types of Bhagavatas, 
namely the book Bhagavata and the dev- 
otee Bhagavata. Both the Bhagavatas are 
competent remedies, and both of them or 
either of them can be good enough to elim- 
inate the obstacles.” 

(SB, 1.2.18, purport) 

“A devotee Bhagavata is as good as the 
book Bhagavata [...] Bhagavata book and 
person are identical.” 

(SB, 1.2.18, purport) 


1) BBBS contradicts himself. He states that 
Srila Prabhupada “gave us everything”, and 
that just by following what he has given and 
his purports in his books, so many uttama- 
adhikari pure devotees have been created who 
can become diksd gurus. Thus: 

a) In order to argue for the existence of 
successor diks@ gurus to Srila Prabhupada, 
BBBS states above that following Srila Prabhu- 
pada’s books is sufficient. 

b) However, we quoted him earlier while 
also arguing for the need of successor diksa 
gurus, stating that Srila Prabhupada’s books 
are not sufficient. 

Thus, we can easily defeat BBBS’s asser- 
tions by simply quoting BBBS’s assertions! 

2) BBBS claims that if one is an uttama- 
adhikari, then “they can act as initiating gu- 
rus”. Since Srila Prabhupada is an uttama- 
adhikari, then it would mean that he can also 
act as an initiating guru. And if that is true then 
there cannot be successor diksd@ gurus to Srila 
Prabhupada in ISKCON, since Srila Prabhupada 
can still act as an initiating guru. Thus, simply 
claiming that Srila Prabhupada has disciples 
who are uttama-adhikaris is not enough for 


Srila Prabhupada does

them to replace Srila Prabhupada as ISKCON’s 
diksaG guru, because uttama-adhikari Srila 
Prabhupada would take precedence as the 
diks@ guru. 

3) Rather, in order for these uttama- 
adhikari disciples to succeed the uttama- 
adhikari Srila Prabhupada, the latter would 
need to have given an order whereby he stat- 
ed that: 

a) He renounces his position as ISKCON’s 
diksd guru. 

b) He orders his disciples to replace him as 
ISKCON’s diksd guru. 

But these orders do not exist. 

Thus, without such orders, uttama-adhikari 
disciples of Srila Prabhupada in ISKCON would 
simply continue to serve the uttama-adhikari 
diks@ guru for ISKCON, Srila Prabhupada, as 
his disciples, rather than as his unauthorised 
usurpers. 

Conclusion 

Thus, we have established that BBBS is ig- 
norant of even the basics of Srila Prabhupada’s 
teachings, and states the opposite of what 
Srila Prabhupada teaches. Yet, he is supposed 
to be the “Founder of The Bhaktivedanta Col- 
lege of Education and Culture” in South Africa, 
thus giving some idea of the standard of the 
leadership and “education” in ISKCON.

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Whose Disciples Are They? 


Recently, GBC voted-in guru HG Kripamoya 
Dasa (“KMD”) performed an initiation cere- 
mony wherein he accumulated some more 
disciples for himself. In the initiation lecture 
he gave to accompany the initiation ceremo- 
ny, he posed the following question regarding 
the persons he was initiating at the ceremony: 
“Sometimes people say, ‘Who’s accepting dis- 
ciples? Are they your disciples? Or are they 
Srila Prabhupada’s disciples?” 

(KMD, Initiation Lecture, 14/5/23) 

In the lecture, KMD answers this question 
by establishing that they should actually be 
Srila Prabhupada’s disciples, even though the 
whole purpose of the ceremony was to take 
the disciples for himself! All quotes in the shad- 
ed boxes are from this lecture. 


Srila Prabhupada delivers 


“a parting of the ways in the Sri-sampradaya, 
and they disagreed over 18 points, [...] one 
of the 18 points of philosophy is that some 
thought that it’s the contemporary living guru 
that accepts the disciple, and the other per- 
sons thought that it’s the historic Acarya who 
takes, who gives deliverance to the disciple.” 

After KMD posed the question that we 
quoted at the outset, about whose disciples 
the initiates should be, this is what he then 
stated immediately next as part of his answer. 
That is, he explains that in the Sri-sampradaya 
they also had this disagreement over whose 
disciples the initiates should be - whether they 
should be disciples of the physically departed 
Acarya or disciples of the “living” person who 
performs the initiation ceremony. Our position 
in ISKCON will obviously be dictated by what 
Srila Prabhupada teaches, and he states that 
the disciples will belong to the person who de- 
livers them: 

“The spiritual master initiates the disci- 
ple to deliver him” 

(Cc., Madhya-lila, 1.218, purport) 

And KMD has already kindly explained that 
it is Srila Prabhupada who delivers everyone in 
ISKCON: 

“And certainly we are all depending on Srila 
Prabhupdda to intercede with Krsna so that we 
can attain His shelter. [...] He is surely our guar- 
antee of salvation if we follow his instructions 
and personal example in our daily life.” 

(KMD, The Vaisnava Voice, 6/5/07) 

Therefore, by KMD’s own statements, the 
persons for whom he is performing the initi- 
ation ceremony should be initiated disciples 


of Srila Prabhupada. Which would mean that 
Srila Prabhupada is the diksa guru, with KMD 
acting only as the “rtvik” ceremonial priest. 


Diksa guru gives the knowledge 


“So those who have elected to become dev- 
otees like our candidates today, pretty much 
they have said that, from today, the philos- 
ophy is going to be that ‘I’m searching for 
knowledge which comes from one source. 
[...] I’m going to take the teachings from A. C. 
Bhaktivedanta Swami Prabhupada’. Not from 
me, by the way. It’s from Srila Prabhupada.” 

KMD accepts that all the knowledge re- 
ceived by the initiates will come only from 
Srila Prabhupada and not from KMD. How- 
ever, KMD previously acknowledged that the 
person whose instructions the disciple primar- 
ily follows is the diksd (initiating) guru: 

“After initiation the disciple is meant to hon- 
our the instructions of his guru above all others” 
(KMD, “Post-modern Perspectives on the Guru- 
disciple Relationship”, 6/4/16) 

Thus, again by KMD’s own statements, the 
initiates should be initiated disciples of Srila 
Prabhupada rather than KMD. Because they 
are acting as Srila Prabhupada’s disciples by 
virtue of the fact that they will be following 
the teachings of Srila Prabhupada rather than 
those of KMD. 


Directly from Srila Prabhupada 


“Prabhupada [...] he said, ‘Guru is pair of spec- 
tacles, transparent via media’. So if you have 
a telescope, for instance, and there’s lots of 
lenses, the fact that you have one more lens 
doesn’t decrease your ability to see a great dis- 
tance, it increases.” 

KMD had made the statement above 
as a continuation of his direct answer to the 
question he posed regarding whose disciples 
the initiates would be—-his or Srila Prabhu- 
pada’s - which we quoted at the outset of this 
article. KMD states that the diksd guru of the 
initiates is like a lens that aids, rather than hin- 
ders, one’s ability to see. Hence, KMD’s an- 
swer regarding to whom the initiates will be- 
long-whether Srila Prabhupada or him- 
self — will depend on who the “lens” in this situ- 
ation will be. We just quoted KMD stating that 
the initiates will be getting all their knowledge 
from Srila Prabhupada rather than KMD: 

“I’m going to take the teachings from A. C. 
Bhaktivedanta Swami Prabhupada’. Not from 
me, by the way. It’s from Srila Prabhupada.” 


Srila Prabhupada: All disciples are his 


ili 


Hence, KMD cannot be the “lens” when he 
is basically not supplying anything and thus 
not even there! Therefore, the “lens” must be 
Srila Prabhupada, and KMD’s own answer for 
whose disciples the initiates should be, is again 
Srila Prabhupada. 


IRM’s No Change position 


“We are just his representatives, his vehicle, his 
mouthpiece, or as we were in our early days, 
his hands and legs, to take his teachings eve- 
rywhere.” 

KMD explains his position in relation to 
Srila Prabhupada, and how it is unchanged 
from “the early days” when Srila Prabhupada 
was physically present and was the diksa 
guru of ISKCON. This is the “No Change” po- 
sition espoused by the IRM and Srila Prabhu- 
pada, wherein ISKCON was meant to contin- 
ue functioning today just as Srila Prabhupada 
set it up to function when he founded ISKCON. 
Please see here for the evidence: iskconirm. 
com/ncip. Which would automatically mean 
that Srila Prabhupada would remain ISKCON’s 
diks@ guru, and KMD would remain his repre- 
sentative, just as he was before. Thus, KMD is 
yet again establishing that the initiates at his 
initiation ceremony should be initiated disci- 
ples of Srila Prabhupada, rather than himself. 


Conclusion 


Thus, KMD has correctly and conclusive- 
ly answered, in four different ways, that those 
he is initiating should be initiated disciples of 
Srila Prabhupada, with himself therefore act- 
ing only as the “rtvik” ceremonial priest. One 
may wonder why KMD has ended up giving 
such answers at the very ceremony he is per- 
forming to specifically take the initiates as his 
disciples? Well, that is the power of the truth. 
Even if one is deviating, if one is attempting to 
explain Srila Prabhupada’s teachings, then one 
may be forced to ‘unwittingly’ speak the truth. 
Satyam Vijayate! The Truth is always victorious.

Same Prabhupada Lecture Used to Cheat 3 Times 


We are continually documenting how the 
leaders in ISKCON are cheating their follow- 
ers. However, below we present an example of 
cheating par excellence, wherein the same lec- 
ture from Srila Prabhupada is misrepresented 
to enable cheating in 3 different ways! 


Made-up quote 


In the previous article, we quoted from an 
initiation lecture given on 14/5/23 by GBC vot- 
ed-in guru HG Kripamoya Dasa (“KMD”). In 
that lecture, as part of trying to claim that he 


is authorised to be a diksd guru initiating disci- 
ples as his own, he claimed the following: 


KMD here refers to a lecture given by Srila 
Prabhupada in Mayapur on 6/4/75. However, 
the above is a made-up quote, since what Srila 
Prabhupada actually states in that lecture is 
the following: 

“Simply prepare yourself how to repeat 
Krsna’s instructions very nicely, without 
any malinterpretation. Then, in future... 
Suppose you have got now ten thousand. 
We shall expand to hundred thousand. That 
is required. Then hundred thousand to mil- 
lion, and million to ten million.” 

(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 6/4/75) 

There are significant differences between 
KMD’s “version” and what Srila Prabhupada 
actually said. In particular, rather than Srila 
Prabhupada stating that “we need X gurus” in 
the movement, he simply states that what al- 
ready existed just needs to be expanded, with- 
out any mention of “gurus”. But KMD’s made- 
up “version” better suits the point he wants to 
make. 

We previously documented KMD lament- 
ing that people nowadays require him to pro- 
vide evidence for what he claims “Srila Prabhu- 
pada said” before believing him. No wonder, 
since he prefers to make things up in his ef- 
forts to falsely claim Srila Prabhupada’s disci- 
ples for himself! This lamentation of KMD was 
documented by us in the BTP 71 QNN article, 
“The Triumph of POP”, and it can be read here:

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No gurus ordered 


On 14/5/23, a “Diksa Guru Oath Ceremony” 
was held for a newly GBC voted-in diksa guru 
HH Gauranga Prema Swami (“GPS”), who 
is a disciple of ISKCON guru HH Jayapataka 
Swami (“JPS”). At that ceremony, a recording 
was played of the exact same quote from Srila 
Prabhupada’s lecture in Mayapur dated 6/4/75 
(“we shall expand...”) that we just document- 
ed KMD making up. Thus, on this occasion, at 
least everyone got to hear Srila Prabhupada’s 
real words. However, JPS claimed about this 
quote that: 

“So, in this way, | have many disciples who 
can become diksa gurus.” 

Thus, JPS claims that the quote from Srila 
Prabhupada which we reproduced in the pre- 
vious section supports JPS’s disciples becom- 
ing diksa gurus in his physical presence. But 
this quote makes no mention of “grand-dis- 
ciples” becoming diksa gurus in the physical 
presence of their own gurus. In fact, it does not 
mention diksd gurus at all. Nor does it even re- 
fer to diksa gurus —a fact which becomes very 
clear if one adds the words “diksd@ gurus” to the 
phrases in Srila Prabhupada’s lecture that are 
claimed by JPS to be referring to diksd gurus: 

“suppose you have got now ten thousand 
diksa gurus, we shall expand to hundred thou- 
sand diksa gurus. That is required. Then hun- 
dred thousand to million diksa gurus, and mil- 
lion to ten million diksa gurus.” 

1) There were not 10,000 diksd@ gurus in 
ISKCON at the time Srila Prabhupada gave 
this lecture. Rather, Srila Prabhupada is talk- 
ing about the approximate number of his dis- 
ciples and aspiring disciples, which at the time 
did number many thousands. 

2) In addition, Srila Prabhupada speaks 
about a wholesale expansion of this “10,000” 
number to 100,000. Such a wholesale expan- 
sion would be feasible if Srila Prabhupada 
was only talking about an “dcarya” that simply 
preaches by repeating whatever he knows, i.e. 
a “preacher guru”, rather than a diks@ guru. 
But to become a diksd guru is not so easy that 
one can assume that every single one of the 
“10,000” disciples will automatically become 
a diksd guru, regardless of their level of qual- 
ification or spiritual advancement. A fact that 
ISKCON leaders agree with, having ensured 
that even under their bogus GBC diksd guru 
system, only a tiny fraction of Srila Prabhu- 
pada’s disciples were considered qualified 
enough to become diksd gurus. 


Srila Prabhupada: His words should 
be followed, not used for cheating 


Can’t be used to transgress 


Earlier in that same lecture given on 6/4/75 
in Mayapur, Srila Prabhupada stated the fol- 
lowing: 

“the etiquette is, at least for the period 
the guru is present, one should not become 
acarya [...] if somebody comes for becom- 
ing initiated, it is the duty of such person 
to bring that prospective candidate to his 
acarya. [...] Don’t transgress this etiquette. 
Navamanyeta. That will be falldown.” 

Srila Prabhupada then also makes it clear 
that this etiquette cannot be transgressed re- 
gardless of who the guru is, because in the 
very next statement Srila Prabhupada states 
that even his Godbrothers followed it during 
the lifetime of his own Guru Maharaja, Srila 
Bhaktisiddhanta Sarasvatt Thakura: 

“Just like during the lifetime of our Guru 
Maharaja, all our Godbrothers now who are 
acting as acarya, they did not do so. That is 
not etiquette. [...] That is insult. So if you in- 
sult your acarya, then you are finished.” 

Thus, if you dare to initiate in the presence 
of your spiritual master, what happens?: 

Falldown. Insult. You are finished. 

Hence, leaving aside the fact that JPS is not 
even an authorised bona fide guru himself, 
clearly, the one thing this lecture does not sup- 
port is initiating in the presence of one’s own 
guru, and thus it should be the /ast lecture one 
should be quoting from to claim support for 
such an activity. Yet, that is exactly what JPS 
did to support his disciple becoming a diksa 
guru in his physical presence -though they de- 
liberately refrained from playing a recording of 
this part of the lecture during the ceremony! 


Conclusion 


In using the same lecture from Srila 
Prabhupada to cheat in 3 different ways, 
ISKCON’s leaders have surpassed their own 
usually great cheating abilities!

The latest shenanigans in ISKCON have led to the creation of some new deviant types of GBC gurus, as we document below. 


The ‘Show Me the Money’ Guru 


The GBC has passed a resolution in which it is stated that simply a failure to complete a “Wills Information Form” and execute a “Will and Ad- 
vance Medical Directive” per the GBC’s requirements within its set deadline, will result in: 

“Suspension of ISKCON initiating spiritual masters’ right to give initiations” 

(GBC Resolution 601:03, 2022) 

Thus, it’s not that the guru deviated by breaking the regulative principles, or preached bogus philosophy, or broke the law or engaged in any 
spiritual transgression. Rather, he just failed to fill in some forms. And why are these forms so important to the GBC that failure to fill them in will lead 
to a guru losing his status? Because those forms are needed to ensure that any “assets” that are under the control of the guru “accrue” to ISKCON 
if the guru should die or become incapacitated. Hence, by filling in such forms, the gurus are ‘showing’ that any assets they control will be handed 
over to ISKCON - and only then are they considered a bona fide guru. Otherwise, they will be suspended. So this is the “show me the money” guru. 


The ‘Killer’ Guru 


In the lead article on page 3, we documented GBC voted-in guru HG Mahatma Dasa (“MAD”) being accused by his GBC voted-in guru col- 
league HH Sivarama Swami (“SRS”) of “killing the Krsna Consciousness movement” because MAD published a video in which he preaches 
“rtvik”. Yet, despite all the many criticisms SRS directs at MAD's preaching, which we listed, at no point does SRS claim that MAD is not a bona fide 
guru, or that he must be immediately rejected by his disciples or removed as a guru by the GBC. Nor has the GBC removed MAD from being a diksa 
guru. Indeed, never mind calling for his removal, SRS refuses to even name MAD as being the person whose lecture SRS is analysing! Thus, some- 
one can supposedly be “killing” the Krsna consciousness movement and still be considered a bona fide diksd guru. 


The ‘Killing is Excellent’ Guru 


Another GBC voted-in guru, HH Mahadyuti Swami (“MDS”), watched SRS’s lecture wherein SRS excoriated MAD’s video as just mentioned 
above, and gave SRS’s lecture fulsome praise and agreement by stating that: 

“It’s fabulous!” 

(MDS, social media comment, 24/7/23) 

MDS thereby agreed with SRS that MAD’s preaching is “killing the Krsna Consciousness movement”. However, after MAD had published the 
video mentioned, MDS had also enthusiastically agreed that MAD's video was excellent: 

“Excellent! Thank you, Mahatma Prabhu!” 

(MDS, YouTube comment dated 28/6/23 on MAD’s video) 

Thus, MDS agrees with SRS that MAD is “killing”, but also agrees that this “killing” is “excellent”. MDS thereby becomes the “Killing is Excellent” guru! 


Conclusion 


One may feel that in stating the above, we are somehow being mean in mocking the GBC and its gurus, and having fun at their expense. How- 
ever, neither Srila Prabhupada nor sdstra has described the above as being the characteristics of a bona fide guru. Thus, it is actually the GBC and its 
gurus themselves who have made a mockery of the sacred parampard or disciplic succession via their actions, which has led to such “gurus” as above 
existing, and via their claim that such “gurus” are members of the parampard. And, just as in the story of “The Emperor’s New Clothes”, we are like 
the little boy who has simply noticed what is going on and pointed it out. Hence, the only thing we are guilty of, is not mockery, but not being blind 
and being able to read, and then stating truthfully what we see. Which, as we documented in the Editorial, is exactly what SRS demands we must do!
